A PROCLAMATION 


Concerning W IN ELICENGCES. 


CHARLES KK | 
bereas by Dur Royal P2oclamation, bearing date at Dur Court at Whicchal the Twentieth day of Sep- 
tember, in the Thirteenth year of Dur Reign, publiſhedin purſuance of a late Act of Parliament, In⸗ 
|| EEE „ Sl tituled, An Act for the better ordering and ſelling of Wines by Retail; amonglt other things, We did will and 
1 require all and every Pur Loving Subjects, who were Retailers of any Wine oꝛ Wines within Dur 
Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town and Poꝛt of Berwick upon T weed, to appear and ad- 
dꝛeſs themſelves unto Dur Truſty and Welbeloved Sir Maurice Berkley Knight and Baronet , Sir 
az Jobn Collicon, and others Our then Commiſſioners and Agents, and ſuch others (oꝛ any two oꝛ moze 
— 2 bf them) as We ſhould appoint to be Dur Agents, foꝛ granting Licences foꝛ Retailing ine, at their 
Difice in Blcak-Fryers, London, at the time and times therein limited and appointed: And whereas in purſuance of Dur ſaid 
P2oclamation, many of Dur good Subjects did tonfoꝛm themſelves, and come in to Dur ſaid Commiſſioners and Agents, 
and took Licences fo2 the uttering of Wine by Retail; but many others, contrary to Dur expꝛeſs Will andPleaſure, did 
voholly neglect to take any ſuch Licence from Dur ſaid Agents, whereby they are become liable to the ſeveral Pains and 
Penalties in the ſaid recited Act contained. And whereas We have thought fit to revoke Dur fozmer Commiſſion illued to 
the afoꝛe recited perſons foꝛ the granting of Licences o2 Diſpenſations fo? ſelling of Wine by Retail, and to appoint Dur 
Right Truſty and Right Welbeloved Colin John Earl of Bathe, Firſt Gentleman of Dur Bed-chamber, Edmund Wind- 
ham Eſquire, one of the Gentlemen of Dur P2ivy-Chamber in Oꝛdinary, and others, to be Dur pꝛeſent Commiſſioners 
and Agents foꝛ granting Licences fo2 Retailing Wines; Ule therefoze do hereby ſtrictly charge and command all Dux 
Subjects, who are Retailers of any Wine oꝛ (Clines within Our laid Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town 


and Poꝛt of Berwick upon Tweed, That they arid every of them do appeer and addzels themſelves unto Dur ſaid Right 
Truſty and Right Welbeloved Colin John Earl of Bathe, and Edmund Windham Eſquire, and ſuch others (o2 any two o2 
moꝛe of them) as We have appointed to be Dur Commiſſioners o2 Agents ko2 the granting Licences fo2 Retailing of 
Wines at their Dffice in the Old Palate⸗pard at Weſtminſter, at the ſeveral and reſpertive time and times herein after 
limited and appointed, then and there to conttact with Dur ſaid Agents at ſuch Rates and pꝛites, as they ſhall agree, foꝛ Li- 
kente and Diſpenſation fo2 Retailing of Wines, and to perfect ſuch their reſpective Contracts, and give ſuch good and 
ſufficient Security foꝛ Payment of their reſpective Rents and Perfoꝛmante of Covenants, as Dur ſaid Agents lhall like 
and appꝛobe. And We do further hereby Declare, and Dur Royal Will and Pleaſure is, That all and every perſon and 
perſons who are Retailers of Wine, oꝛ that ſhall deſire to have Licences and Diſpenſation to Retail Wine within Dur 
ſaid Dominions, and dwelling within One hundzed miles of Dur City of London, ſhall, and do appear befoze Our ſaid 
Agents at their ſaid Dffice, and ſhall, and do agree, contract, and gie good Security foz Payment of the Rents and Per- 
koꝛmante of the Covenants, as afoꝛeſaid, at oꝛ befoze the Tenth day of ſune next; and all and every other perſon and per- 
ſons whoare Retailers of Une, and that deſire to have Licence and Diſpenſation to Retail Uine as afozeſaid, dwell⸗ 
ing above One hundꝛed miles from Dur ſaid City of London, ſhall, and do appear, agree, and contract with Dur ſaid 
Agents, and give good Security foꝛ Payment and Perfo2zmance of Covenants, as afozeſaid , at, oz befoze the Firſt day of 
July next: And We hereby Declare, That if any perſon oz perſons in any City, Tovwn-Cozpozate, o2 other plate o: 
places, ſhall pꝛeſume to Uttero2 Retail any Wine oꝛ Wines whatſoever, without making ſuch Contract and Agreement, 
and giving Security foꝛ Payment, foꝛ Licence, and Diſpenſation, to commence as afozeſaid, and within the ſaid reſpective 
time herein limited, are, and ſhall be liable to the Penalties and Fozfeitures in the ſaid Act ſet and impoſed upon all ſuch 
who Utter and Retail Wine without Licence, as in the ſaid Act is appointed, and are to be pꝛoteeded againſt as the ſaid 
Act diretteth. And We do further ſtreightly charge and command all Sheriffs, Bayozs, Bailiffs, Conſtables, and all 


other Dur Officers whatſoever, to be aiding and aſſiſting unto Our ſaid Agents, foꝛ the exact obeying and putting in ere-

cution of this Dur Pꝛotlamation: And We do hereby further declare to all Dur loving Subjects, That it will be good 
and acceptable ſervice to Us in any of Dur ſaidSubjects to pꝛoſetute ſuch Offenders, who ſhall pzeſume to Sell oꝛ Retail 
any Wines without Licence, as afoꝛeſaid, contrary to the true intent and meaning of the ſaid Act, in fuch manner as is thereby 
— » fo2 which they ſhall receive the reward and advantage thereby pꝛopoſed, being the Moyety of Five pounds foꝛ each 
otfente ſotommitted.
